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3, The procedure prescribed in paragraph 108 ol Section I of the Red Book lor 
the year 1982-1963 regarding Interview with oflBcers of Import and Export Trade 
Control organisation will, however, continue as here-to-force. 

4. Steps have also been taken to appoint Public Relation Officers at the Regional 
offices at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Emaculam and Central UctilSIng Area, New 
Delhi, and the Trade will be informed as and when they are actually appointed.
